Lomasney, president, we had the pleasure yés- 
terday of a visit to Jre plant of the Metals Auto- 
mizing Company, situated out by the bathtiyb fae- 
tory to the northwest. The conpany has a tract 
of land there, obtained from the Richmond Com- 
pany. <f which Herbert Brown wa; president, and 
has soveral buiddings tj)}led. varicus kinds of 
machinery fof the manufacture of its 
and is putting’ in more machinery now. 

This compatty manufactures metallic powders out 
of copper, lead, zing, alumtinurr and tin, and ‘im 
wis tine has dhcco lished what nobody ever, ac- 
complished before, @éwhat has ben thought by 
chemi;ts to be an impossibility. The pracess is 
comparatively easy and simple and is protected 
by patent. These powders have hundreds of 
wnknown to the average layman and command 
high prices, for galvanizing, plating, in paints,

etc. But to us what seemed to be the most won- 
derful thing done at the plant is the manufacture 
of metallic wool, We Lever Knew before there 
was such thing, and probably few average citi- 
zena do, bu. after seaing it made and being shown 
what its uses are we can see that it has won- 
derful possibilities and a great future.

This metallic wool is made from copper slag, a 


waste product found in endless quantity at the 
Mountain Copper Company's plant just, “above 
Martinez. The main cxpense, therefore, “for the 


material out of whch this metallic wool is made 
fs merely the frejght, or hauling, of that. coppor 
slug from Martinez to. Richmond. This goes 
through a big furnace, is melted and fluxed and 
then a compreséed air plant blows it into anotber 
building as it comes out of the furnace in liquid 
state. When it lands in the other building it is 
little fine threads of metal, about six feet long and 
as soft amd pltable as any wool. It ts 
truly remarkable what that does t 
that old copper slag.

In a statement made by the Na- 
tienal Association for the Protection 
ef American) Rights in Mexico, the 
Hughes policy in regard to Mexico is 
declared to be the only possible one 
under the circumstances, The Na- 
tional Association points out that the 
recognition of President Obregon would 
carry with it recognition of the pres- 
ent Censtitution of Mextes’and’all of 
the acts committed by the present 
government. & 

Among these acts are the eonfisca- 
tion and expropriation of wsumerous 
American properties. These seizures 
were not military acts incident to rev- 
olution, but took place under the Con- 
stitution and laws of the country. It 
is the Constitution of the country 
which is at present objectionable. 

President Obregon is a person and 
any informal assurances he might give 
or has given are no more secure than 
his hold upon life and power. If he 
were to die or to go out ef office any 
infermal assurances of his would ex- 
pire with his tenure of office. There 
would then remain only the Constitu- 
tion which would necessarily have 
been recognized along with President 
Obregon. A new administration might 
then proceed with additional. gonfis- 
cations and expropriations, taking the 
Position that its ote yap these 
things had alréady been 'r. eed. 

If President Obregon gives a writ- 
ten assurance: to take. the pipes of his 
informal assurances, such..@ treaty or 
agreement would bej bindingupon the 
nation and would be in force beyond 
the tenure of office jof the President. 

In other words, the conditional rec- 
ognition would not be conditional as 
to President Obregon but would 
conditional as to the Constitution er 
rather the interpretation of_it.
